KNOW ALL MEN BY THESE PRESENTS: That we, the 
undersigned, do hereby, in accordance with amlunder and by 
virtue of Chapter V of the General Laws of the State of 
Oregon and Amendatory Acts thereto, the same being An Act 
regulating benevolent, literary, educational, scientific, 
fine art, musical, sculptural, engraving, architectural 
and charitable Associations or trade Organizations do asso- 
ciate ourselves together, and form a corporation as follows, 
to-wit: | 

ARTICLE I. 

That the name of this Association or corporation 

shall be the "ASTORIA CHAMBER OF COMMERCE". 
ARTICLE II. 

That this Corporation or Association is formed 
for the promotion and legitimate regulation of trade and 
commerce and any branch of trade and commerce, and the pro- 
motion and better acquaintance and closer association between 
those engaged therein, and the development of architectural 
and mechanics, literary, educational and scientific, and the 
cultivating of social intercourse among its members, and to 
assist in improving and advancing the general condition of 
public and private industries in Clatsop County, State of 
Oregon, and to aid and assist in the developing of the same, 
and to invite and encourage industries to locate and to assist 
them in a moral and financial way when possible, and to en- 


courage and assist in a moral and financial way when possible 


the development of farms and gardening, and to encourage 
dairying and the raising of stock and the raising of any 
and all kinds of farm produce; and to cultivate closer social 
intercourse between the business men of the City of Astoria 
and the farming community within Clatsop County, State of 
Oregon. 

ARTICLE III. 

To purchase and own such real and personal property 
as may be necessary for the purposes of this Association. 

ARTICLE IV. 

For the purposes above specified to receive dona- 
tions, to receive, manage, take, own and hold real and per- 
sonal property by gift, grant, devise or bequest, and to 
convey the same. 

ARTICLE V. 

This Association shall be maintained by the collec- 
tion from its members of a membership fee and monthly and 
annual dues from its members. The amount of membership fee 
and monthly or annual dues shall be fixed by the By-Laws of 
this Association, and pecuniary profit is not the object of 
this Association. The estimated value of the property and 
money possessed by this Association at the time of making 
these articles of Incorporation is $300.00. 

ARTICLE VI. 

That the principal place of business of this Asso- 
ciation shall be in the City of Astoria, County of Clatsop, 
State of Oregon. 

ARTICLE VII. 
That the number of Trustees of this Association 


shall be nine. The names and residences of those who are

good standing on the books of the corporation. 
ARTICLE VIII. | 

That an election of said Directors was held in the 
City of Astoria, State of Oregon, on the 23rd day of April, 
1919, and the majority of the members of this Association were 
present and voted at such election. The persons above named 
were duly elected the Directors for the year ending June 30th, 
1919, and until the election and qualification of their succes- 
sors. Frank Sanborn and C. I. Barr were elected the President 
and Secretary, respectively, of said meeting and officers con- 
ducting the said election.
